CUSTOMS DUTIES, etc. 


Under the Customs Tariff Ordinance, 1930 (No. 16 of 1930). 


For the purpose of assessing the amount of any customs duty, the value of goods for purposes 
of duty shall be taken to be the domestic value, as hereafter defined, together with the extra 
cost of packing and packages for export, carriage to the port of shipment and all other expenses 
incidental to placing the goods on board the ship, together with the cost of freight, insurance, 
and all other charges up to the time of importation into the Territory: Provided that in no 
case shall the value for purposes of duty be less than the cost of the goods to the importer at 
the place of importation. 

The expression ‘‘domestie value’’ shall, in respect of imported goods, mean the market 
price at which at the time of exportation such or similar goods are offered for sale, for con- 
sumption in the country from which the goods are exported, to all purchasers in the usual whole- 
sale quantities in the ordinary course of trade in the principal markets of such country including 
the cost of packages ordinarily used in those markets, but not including excise duties payable 
in that country. 

Provided that the value of goods arriving in the original coverings in which they were exported 
from the country of manufacture or shipment, for importation at any inland customs station in 
the Territory, shall be ascertained as though the place of importation were the first port of entry 
on the east coast of Africa.

GENERAL NOTES. 


The headings of the respective classes in this Schedule are used only for convenience of 
classification, and shall not in any way affect the interpretation of the Tariff. 

“n.e.e.’’ means ‘‘not elsewhere enumerated.”’ 

The term ‘‘in bulk,’’ when it appears in the Tariff, means— 

(a) goods loose without packing, or loose in barrels, casks, or any other single outside package, 

but not including goods imported by parcel post; 

(b) when in internal packages, that the net contents of any immediate container of goods 

weigh not less than ten pounds or measure not less than one imperial gallon. 

Goods chargeable with duty by weight are, except where otherwise provided for, charged 
with duty on the net weight, which may ‘be arrived at either by weighing net, or deducting from 
the gross weight the actual tare or an average tare agreed to by the importer. 

Tins, jars, bottles and other receptacles of reputed weight or content to be deemed not less 
than such weight or content. 

Twenty- four reputed half-pints, twelve pints, six reputed quarts, or four reputed imperial 
quarts to be deemed to be not less than one gallon. 

Cement in packages of not less than 350%b and not more than 400%b to be deemed 400.

“Proof spirits’? shall mean spirits which, at a temperature of fifty-one degrees Fahrenheit, 
weigh twelve-thirteenths of an equal volume of distilled water at the same temperature. 
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CUSTOMS GENERAL NOTES—contd. 

A complete article imported in an unassembled condition, except where specially provided 
for, is liable to the rate of duty which would be applicable to that article if imported in a fully 
set up condition, notwithstanding that the constituent parts are packed separately and are 
separately provided for elsewhere in the Tariff. 

Integral parts of an article which is liable to an ad valorem duty, or is free of duty, imported 
for replacement purposes, or as spare parts, shall be liable to the same rate of duty as the article 
itself, or free of duty, as the case may be, unless they are specifically excluded, or provided 
for elsewhere, in the Tariff.

Provided that any person paying royalty on cedar wood after the 31st July, 1924, shall be 
entitled until further notice to a refund calculated in the manner set out below, on satisfying the 
Conservator of Forests that such cedar wood has been exported in the form of pencil slats and 
billets, and sold to or for the account of pencil manufacturers. 


The amount of the refund shall be calculated from the actual cubic contents of the slats or 
billets, exported. For this purpose a case containing 4,800 six-ply slats or a proportionate number 
of billets will be considered to measure twelve and one-half cubic feet. 


When the timber is cut at a place which is more than ten miles by the nearest practicable 
route from any point on the Tanganyika Railways and their branches, or from any recognized port 
on the coast or on the Lakes Victoria, Nyanza, Tanganyika and Nyasa the above rates shall be 
subject to a general reduction of one per cent. for every mile by which the distance exceeds ten 
save that such reduction in the whole shall not exceed fifty per cent. The Conservator of Forests 
shall have absolute discretion in deciding what is the nearest practicable route for the purpose of 
calculating the said reduction.

(1) A house or part of a house not let at a rent and used exclusively for the purposes of 
any recognized religious mission, or for educational purposes, or as a hospital, and 
houses belonging to the Government. 

(2) At the discretion of an Administrative Officer any person who is without the means to 
pay and is unable, owing to age or infirmity, to obtain employment. 

A penalty of 25% is added if tax is not paid within three months from and including the day 
on which it is due. 


HUT AND POLL TAXES. (Under the Hut and Poll Tax Ordinance (Cap. 63 of the Laws).) 

Hut Tax. Every owner or occupier of a hut is jointly and severally liable for the payment 
of hut tax. When the owner of a hut has living with him in that hut more than one wife he 
is liable to pay an additional tax in respect of each wife after the first. 

Poll Tax. Every able-bodied male native of the apparent age of sixteen years or over who 
is not the owner of a hut shall pay annually a poll tax.

A resident Chaplain is appointed by 
the Bishop of Zanzibar, Dar es Salaam 
being in the diocese of Zanzibar and 
within the Archdeaconry of Zanzibar.

After the commencement of the Ordinance and unless otherwise permitted all transactions in the Territory involving weights or measures 
are required to be made in accordance with the official weights and measures of the Territory or in accordance with the weights and measures 


of the metric system. 


Subject to regulations prohibiting the same, however, the local or customary measures used by natives may be used us heretofore. 
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Method of Collection and Compilation of Statistics. 


GENERAL. 


The statistics have in all cases been compiled from the respective 
import and export entries. 


IMPORTS. 


The countries of origin may be taken to be reliable as the entries 
are invariably supported by invoices or other evidence clearly 
indicating the source of supply. 

The valuation is based upon the landed cost at the first port of 
entry into the Territory. 


EXPORTS. 

The information is not so reliable as with regard to certain items, 
particularly sisal, it is customary for shipments to be made optional 
for a number of destinations and it has been found necessary to 
include the first territory mentioned in the optional list. 

The valuation is presumed to be the f.o.b. price at the port of 
shipment and where necessary this figure has been corrected by 
reference to the current market value of the goods according to 
records available. 


RE-EXPORTS. 
Re-exports are valued at the current market rate at the time of 
shipment.

(d)—General information regarding the industry and possibilities of development. 
As a result of the continued and increased trade depression the local timber industry has virtually ceased to be. 
‘There has been this year only a fraction of the former normal demand and very low prices have ruled. 


With improved general trade conditions the timber trade must also revive as timber and wood fuel are 
commodities without which the Territory cannot progress. There have been signs this year of a probable revival of 
interest in Hast African Cedar for pencil manufacturing. The Territory's forests remain as an increasing asset to be 
realized in more prosperous times.

(b) Field work during the year was restricted owing 
to retrenchment and to vacation leave. Only one field 
party was occupied on purely geological work, two were 
engaged on geological. work connected with water 
supplies,,one performed purely topographical survey- 
ing, and three were engaged in operating boring 
machines for the development of reliable water supplies. 
Both laboratory and office staff were kept fully em- 
ployed. 

The pure geological work was undertaken in the 
Kigoma Province, where, apart from tracing the extent 
southwards of the interesting rock formations mapped 
in 1981, investigations were made on reported dis- 
coveries of copper and nickel. Some supplementary 
geological examination was carried out in the new 
extension of the Lupa Goldfield. Geological work 
connected with water supplies was performed in the 
Kwimba, Singida, Tabora, Tanga and Mbeya Districts, 
and in the last district some further mapping was done 
in the gold-producing areas. A large area was mapped 
topographically in the Lake Province, where more 
detailed geological knowledge is required to help to 
increase the permanent water supplies in a region 
already over-stocked, and in parts, over-populated. 


The area covered by geological reconnaissance 
amounted to 8,973 square miles, whilst 3,400 square 
miles were topographically surveyed. Some 500 miles 
of route mapping by wheel, compass and aneroid were 
performed, and, in addition to the distances covered 
on foot, 7,950 miles were travelled by motor, 10,850 
miles by train, 240 by air and 150 by steamer by 
officers of the Geological staff. 

As a result of the meeting held at Kigoma in 1931 by 
the Sub-Commission of African Geological Surveys, 
a valuable geological map of. Southern Equatorial 
Africa has been published together with the proceed- 
ings of the meeting. The cost of this was defrayed by 
public subscription. A further meeting of the Soil 
Erosion Committee was held, and some of its recom- 
mendations have been implemented. The financial 
stringency has prevented large scale anti-erosion 
measures being undertaken at present but the serious- 
ness of this menace to the prosperity of the Territory 
has been more generally recognized. 





Further research into water supplies has proved that 
the deep-seated supplies are the most reliable and in 
consequence, well-boring by machinery is gradually 
assuming more importance. Despite the prevailing 
adverse economic conditions, a full boring programme 
was maintained, and 2,438 feet of borehole were drilled 
by the Geological Survey. Of this total footage 50 per 
cent. was in crystalline rock and the deepest borehole 
was 506 feet. A total of 118,430 gallons per 24 hours 
were thus added to the resources of the country. 


The staff of the Geological Survey was reduced by 
a further two officers during 1982. 


In the laboratory over 400 determinations were made 
of which 21 were for departmental purposes and 54 for 
the government and general public of Kenya Colony. 
More fire assays for gold and precious metals were 
performed in 1932 than in the previous year, and 
amongst the other determinations, assays on counter- 
feit and currency coins were made. 


Revenue derived from laboratory fees falls but little 
short of that collected in 1931. Of special interest 
were the field discoveries made in the Kigoma District 
and the laboratory identification of tin stone from a 
new source. Noritic rocks with sulphide containing a 
small amount of nickel were proved over a large area 
near Kungwe Bay, Lake Tanganyika, and their exten- 
sion in a SSE. direction was indicated. A closer 
examination of this occurrence may reveal a concen- 
tration of sulphides of economic value. This formation 
merits close examination also for other minerals which 
are often associated with this suite ofrocks. Cassiterite 
grains were identified in sandstones from an adjoining 
area, and isolated rock specimens submitted by officials 
from the Dodoma District have proved to be nickeli- 
ferous. Some promising manganese ore reported to be 
of considerable extent has been analysed in the 
laboratory. 


The output of publications and sun-prints has been 
maintained during the year, and a start has been made 
on the production of a geological map of the Territory 
on a scale of one to a million.

7. SUMMARY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Agriculture. 

With the exception of sisal, the main economic crops 
of the Territory showed some little improvement in 
values over 1931 and a substantial increase of export 
tonnage was accomplished, groundnuts in particular 
increasing by 12,000 tons. 

The introduction of cash marketing for main products 
has largely eliminated barter with the result that there 
jas been a more ready flow of cash in native producing 
areas. This has tended to counteract the previous 
depressed condition of trade and has encouraged the 
native cultivator to greater efforts. 


The production of sisal increased despite the poor 
prices offering, the average F.O.B. value being £1 per 
ton less than in 1931. Many estates which should now 
be in the production stage are derelict, but others are 
increasing production in order to reduce overhead 
charges and to meet advances. 


The following export figures of the principal agricul- 
tural products of the Territory enable production in 
recent years to be compared with the pre-war year of 
1913 :—

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Veterinary Science and Animal Husbandry. 


Exceptionally heavy locust infestation in the stock 
areas seriously depleted the pasturage and this com- 
bined with a late short rainy season caused a rather 
heavy mortality in cattle from starvation. 


2. These conditions naturally had their repercus- 
sions on the ghee and hide trades, but nevertheless as 
a consequence of an increased production campaign 
both the quality and quantity of these commodities 
was considerably enhanced. There was a very welcome 
appreciation in market values towards the end of the 
year. 


3. The general disease position had improved by the 
end of the year. Rinderpest eradication was being 
prosecuted with success and once again the area lying 
south of the Central Railway was free of the disease 
and infection was confined to the north-western portion 
of the Territory. Three extensions of Contagious 
Bovine Pleuro-Pneumonia were recorded. The position 
in regard to East Coast Fever, Trypanosomiasis and 
Anthrax remains unchanged. An epizootic of Rabies 
on the northern border, in Kenya Colony, caused some 
anxiety. 

4. On the research side a vast amount of work was 
accomplished on Animal Nutrition and also on Bovine 
Pleuro-Pneumonia control. A definite forward step 
was made on the large scale production of Anti- 
Rinderpest Vaccine for field use and also in regard to 
its keeping qualities. Research on trypanosomiasis 
and helminthic and tick-borne diseases was continued 
and genetical problems received attention. Investiga- 
tions into butter and ghee production were made. 


Land. 

The Land Ordinance (Cap. 68 of the Laws) provides 
for the grant of rights of occupancy for any definite 
period up to 99 years. The rent to be charged in the 
first instance for a right of occupancy granted to a 
non-native is determined by the offer of the highest 
bidder at public auction, subject to a reserve or upset 
rental, which is decided by the Governor. The upset 
rent for agricultural land varies in different localities, 
the minimum being fifty cents of a shilling per acre. 

During 1932, 20,578 acres of agricultural and pastoral 
land were alienated, the largest alienations occurring 
in the Mbulu District of the Northern Province. 


The number of Rights of Occupancy disposed of in 
respect of trading plots was 714, an increase compared 
with the figure for the previous year. Sixteen factory 
sites were disposed of, and several other plots were 
taken up for miscellaneous purposes, e.g. Ginnery 
Buying Posts, Sports Grounds, etc. 


During the year, 1385 Rights of Occupancy were 
granted to Missions, mainly in respect of church and 
school sites. 


Mining. 

Diamonds.—Prospecting has practically ceased, and 
production dropped to 1,387-17 carats, valued at £1,859. 
In this small output there were again stones of notable 
size and quality. 


Gold.—The export of bullion was 30,881 ozs. con- 
taining approximately 25,635 ozs. fine gold worth 
£149,900 and 3,298 ozs. fine silver worth £266. Of 








this total the Lupa Goldfields, in Mbeya District, 
‘produced 15,843 ozs. practically all from alluvial, 
though important reefs are being developed in this field. 
The Sekenke Mine in Mkalama District produced 
10,848 ozs. A vigorous programme of development is 
being carried out in this mine. Musoma District pro- 
duced 4,100 ozs., all from reef. Interesting activity 
commenced in the auriferous banded ironstone area 
near Saragura Hill, Mwanza District. 


Mica.—Mining practically ceased, but was surviving 
with the improved market at the close of the year. 
The weight exported was 12-04 long tons. There are 
four large mica fields. The Uluguru Mountains in 
Morogoro District ; Sibwesa in Kigoma District; Mkulwe 
in Mbeya District ; Kihurio in Pare District. There is 
ample ground open for prospectors. 


Tin.—Small alluvial tin producers in Bukoba Distriet 
exported tons (long) 62-59 sold for £5,514. 


Salt.—The industry is divided into three areas :— 


Nyanza Salt Mines, Ltd., in Western Province, 
produced 3,600 long tons and sold 3,590 long 
tons at an average of Shs. 128/78 per long ton. 


Rukwa (Ivuna) Salt Works, in Mbeya District, 
produced 73 long tons and sold from stocks and 
current production 322 long tons at an average 
of Shs. 142/- per long ton. 


The numerous salt works on the coast produced 3,090 
long tons, but only sold 2,114 long tons for an average 
price of Shs. 71/67. The total sales were £32,639. 
Unrestricted competition at the coast has made the 
industry there unprofitable. 


Coal.—There are numerous coalfields, all south of the 
Central Railway ; and all producing a non-coking steam 
col Lack of transport facilities has prevented exploit- 
ation, 


Other Minerals—There is a nickeliferous area 
between Dodoma and Kondoa; and another near Lake 
Tanganyika, south of Kigoma. Specimens of asbestos 
and rare earth minerals have been brought in by 
prospectors. 


General.—The world financial position caused con- 
centration of effort on gold prospecting and mining. 
A large number of unemployed persons directed their 
energies to prospecting. 


Legislation.—The Mining (Controlled Areas) Ordin- 
ance, 1932, was passed to afford closer control of the 
Lupa Goldfield.
